cap. 
The Democrats are witnessing a resurgence which is fasci 
nating to watch and quite unusual in politics. Adlai Stevenson, 
the mis-fit who lost both the North and South for his party, has 
been glorified like a beauty queen since his ignominious defeat 
Writeups about what he thinks and sees and plans are on every 
side. He is obviously getting the benefit of some sort of back 
stage build-upf program which is lacking for anyone on the Re 
publican side. 
The most staggering complication of all is that hardly any 
political spokesman or observer talks realistically about either 
our national situation or our national problems.

The phrase 
was written, it seems likely, mere­ 
ly to identify him—but it is quite 
a remarkable tribute, for it credits 
this 75-year-old painter with be- 
ing one of the modems. 
It’s true that Dufy was one of 
“les fauves," which means “the 
wild men” or "the wild beasts/* 
who set the art world by the ears 
at the beginning of this century.

critics. Yet Dufy’s work is under­ 
standable by anyone who likes 
bright color and crisp line. 
That is to say that the moderns 
may have no use for him. Many 
of them are painting in ways that 
are completely beyond the com­ 
prehension of the average layman 
and they nut only refuse to court 
popularity but tend to look down 
their noses at any artist who hap­ 
pens to achieve it. Dufy has 
achieved at least a measure of 
popularity when prints of his gay 
watercolors can Ik* I Knight at any 
well-stocked art store. 
Does it make any difference? 
Let the question go unanswered. 
Raoul Dufy was one of a group 
of young painters who revolution­ 
ized the art 
of the last century 
and lived to know' that his par­ 
ticular contribution had found 
wide acceptance. For a long time 
to come there will be thousands 
who will find pleasure in* his 
pictures of racetracks and re­ 
gattas.

like, and the realities of existence ignored. 
Read a hundred political discussions, and it is like watching 
baddies. ’ It is sheer fiction to pretend, for example, as most 
all commentators do, that the national struggle is between the 
Republican and the Democrats, or that the Democrats ran the 
country up to last January and the Republican have been running 
it since. 
Actually the control of our national government has been 
in the hands of one or another cross-party coalition for at least 
twelve years, and our political history for that period has been 
the building up and tearing down of these coalitions in Congress, 
complicated by the battles of three successive presidents to over­ 
ride them. 
Rendering this little-regarded phase of national politics 
immensely more complex is that these coalitions have often been 
formed for single objectives, or in limited fields of operation. 
{Such a coalition, for instance, jammed the Taft-Hartley Labor 
Law through Congress over the frantic objections of President 
Truman and the union bosses. Quite a different one had prevent­ 
ed the tender subject of race prejudice being turned into a glori­ 
fied WpA project. And a still different one, tailored by the late 
Senator Vandenberg, aet up the fictitious screen of "bipartisan­ 
ship" aa a means of permitting the so-called "internationalists" 
.to dictate our foreign policy — as they are still doing. 
The great internal struggle of the current Administration 
is whether the government, in its lew-making and tax-levying 
phases, it going to be run by the Northern Democrats plus the 
‘liberal" Republicans, or by tbs stalwart "Taft" Republicans 
plus the South'* Jeffersonian Democrats. 
So far this is largely a drawn battle. President Eisenhower, 
who appears to grasp the realities of this struggle only in the 
most sketchy fashion, is pinned down by his associates on the 
"liberal side". The Republicans are still reluctant, in the main, to 
take a stand openly in defiance of their President, while the 
Democrats, appalled by the dimensions of their recent defeat. 


are equally reluctant to bolt from any position which is officially 
tagged as being that of their party. 
AII these factors played a part in the recent Bolden affair. 
Without these cross-currents, there ta probably no way in which 
Bohlen, coming aa he did from the tragedies and failures of 
Yalta, could have been sent by the "internationalists" to toy 
with the sensitive, war-producing possibilities of the Ambassador­ 
ship at Moscow. 
But the Bohlen scrap was merely a skirmish in the continu­ 
ing war. Fresh redistributions of the forces in Congress will 
occur over and again as different issues come to the fore. 
Meanwhile, the main political target of the next year con­ 
tinues to be almost universally overlooked. 
That target it the success or failure of the Republican 
party in the 1954 Congressional and Senatorial elections. 
If the Republicans lose then, President Eisenhower s goose 
is cooked. The Democrats have all machinery oiled and ready 
to tear him to tatters just as they tore President Hoover to tatters 
under similar circumstances back in 1931. 
Meanwhile one major part of the Republican Party baa 
been repudiated by the White House in the matter of tax reduc­ 
tions, and now another has been slapped down on the question 
of whether hold-overs from the Rooaevelt-Truman days shall 
spell out our foreign policy.
